(New) The method of claim 38, fiirther comprising the stq) of allowing the 
client to invite partners to pay subscriber subscription fees for the use of the hosted enterprise 
solution. 

102. (New) The method of claim 38, further comprising the step of tracking 
partners that decline subscriptions. 

103. (New) The method of claim 38, further comprising the step of allowing the 
client to manage activities of the partners in relation to becoming subscribes and participating 
in the collaboration community. 

1 04. (New) The method of claim 38, further comprising the step of generating 
invitations to all the partners whom the client wishes to pay the subscribers subscription fees. 

105. (New) The method of claim 38, further comprising the step of tracking the 
host subscription fee as it is modified by the subscriber subscription fee of a given partner. 

1 06- (New) The method of claim 3 8, further comprising the step of allowing the 
client to modify a collaboration community membership that the client defines. 

1 07. (New) The method of claim 38, further comprising the step of allowing the 
client to restrict rights of usage of the hosted enterprise solution of one or more partners in its 
collaboration community. 

108. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the hosted enterprise solution 
comprises a data-exchange enteiprise collaboration software solution. 

1 09. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the hosted enteiprise solution 
comprises a document workflow enterprise collaboration software solution. 

1 10. (New) The method of claim 38, wherein the host subscription fee is at least 
partially incurred by the client for using the hosted enterprise solution. 

(New) The syst«tn of claim 59, wherein the system is configured to allow the 
balance of the host subscription fee be communicated to the client over the Internet. 
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
